CHICAGO, Sept. 10.—Life impris­ 
onment was the punishment fixed to­ 
day by Judge John It. Caverly upon 
Nathan Leopold, Jr., 
and 
Richard 
Loeb confessed kidnapers and mur­ 
derers of 14 year old Robert Franks. 
This was a complete victox. for the 
defense. 
Youth was the controlling factor in 
Judge Caverly’s decision. 
He said 
no minor had ever been sentenced to 
death in Illinois on a plea of guilty. 
Not a muscle moved in Leopold’s 
face as Judge Caverly indicated life 
imprisonment was to be his 
fate. 
Loeb rapidly blinked his eye lids, 
gulped 
almost 
unnoticeably 
and 
slightly contracted his lips. 
Not a 
portion of their bodies moved. 
“The courts finds no mitigation in 
the crime itself, in 
the 
defendants 
personalities, or their antecedents,’’ 
said Judge Caverly. He then accept­ 
ed “full responsibility for declining 
to impose the death penalty on per­ 
sons who are not of full age.” 
To sentence a minor to death on 
a plea of guilty, Judge Caverly said 
would be contrary to all the tendency 
of criminal law.

Delightful Preserves 
P 
EACHES, plums, apricots. penr« 
and fruit of similar kinds make 
most luscious preserves. 
Mold will 
attack the best made preserves; 
this may be prevented, by process­ 
ing the finished jars after they are 
all sealed by placing them in a 
water bath that Is Just under the 
boiling point, for fifteen rninntfs. 
Do not let the water boil. 
Plenty of sirup Is ihe Important 
rule In preserving. 
The best way 
is to pnt the fruit to cook In a tldn 
sirup and by evaporation and cook­ 
ing reduce it to the density of honey 
in the finished product. 
Rapid cooking is best; the long, 
slow* simmering process which lifted 
to be considered the only way is 
not now? regarded as advisable. Tie* 
more quickly the fruit is cooked, 
the clearer, brighter and richer the 
color will he; also more Important 
still the delicate flavor is preserved. 
Three-quarters of a pound of su­ 
gar to a pound of fruit, with a 
pint and a quarter of water to each 
pound of sugar will be ample for 
all of the large fruits. 
Drop the fruit into the boiling 
sirup and cook it until olear but 
unbroken. 
It will be well cooked 
by the time the sirup has beconu* 
thick. 
K tw arrange the fruits in 
enameled pans and if the sirup 
does not seem quite thick enough, 
boil it until it is honey-like In con­ 
sistency. 
Now pour the hot sirup 
over the fruit and let it stand to 
cool. 
Place the pans in cold water 
or where they will cool most quick­ 
ly. 
Let the fruit stand over night 
or until perfectly cold, then pack 
in sterilized jars, Boll up the sirup 
and pour over and seal. 
By fol­ 
lowing this method small fruits will 
never float on top of the sirup. F or 
small fruit cover the saucepan while 
cooking for a few moments; this 
helps to plump the fruit. 
If one desires to crystallize fruit: 
Remove from the sirup, draining 
well on a sieve, 
then 
place 
on 
plates In the bright sunshine or in a 
warm oven. 
Sprinkle the fruit oc­ 
casionally 
with 
granulated 
sugar 
and 
when 
the

coated 
and exudes no more moisture, roll 
in sugar and pack in waxed paper 
In boxes.

Waste Auto Oil to Help Solve 
Heating Problem 


Heating houses with waste oil peri­ 
odically drawn from automobile crank 
cases may soon be a means of help­ 
ing solve the fuel question, in the 
opinion of experts. 
Already garage 
owners in an eastern city are mixing 
this worn-out lubricant with fuel oil 
and burning it to heat their establish­ 
ments. 
Experiments are now under 
way to determine the possibility o 
using this refuse in oil burners for 
dwellings.
